Accidents in Upland totaled 192, 
virtually the same as a year ago, 
according to the summary made 
by the Upland police department 
yesterday. The big increase in the 
1950 report over 1949 came in the 
total number of persons injured. 
Seventy-six persons were hurt in 
crashes and two were killed, ac- 
cording to Sergeant Fred Strohte. 

Total of 47 accidents involved 
persons ‘driving while . intoxicat- 
ed’ as compared with 53 in this 
classification a year ago. 


Anti-Communist Law

Application of each grower 
jin connection with the newly 
adopted municipal law has provid- 
ed the information used in his un- 
official report on the orchard 
heater situation. 

Total number of orchard heaters 
within the city limits is 122,317, 
Mr. Holden said. ‘ 

As to the citrus development 
within the city, he reported a to- 
tal of 3,969 acres set out to or- 
anges, lemons and other citrus 
fruits. Of this total, 1189 acres 
have no provision for heating and 
keeping low temperatures away 
from their trees. Mathematically, 
this figures out that 2,780 acres 
are under the protection of heat- 
ers. Twenty-eight wind machines 
are established within the city 
and are scheduled to protect 280 
acres, Mr. Holden reported. 

As to his estimate “that three- 
fourths of the heaters had been 
modernized prior to the law,” Mr. 
Holden said that the information 
revealed a large number of late- 
type heaters were in the groves 
and that growers had prior to 
legislation sought to do what they 
could to eliminate smoke and to 
more efficiently protect their 
groves. This is one of the largest. 
lemon producing areas in the 
southland and since lemons re- 
quire more heat more of the local 
groves are subiect to “firing.” 

“Consequently,” explained Mr. 
‘Holden, “the local heaters have 
been used more and the growers 
have found it necessary to renlace 
their equipment more often. In 
some orange-growing districts, 
old-type heaters are still useable. 
That is, they have not been burned 
out.” 

In general, he pointed out that 

many growers had improved their 
heaters out of a spirit of coopera- 
ion in eliminating .as much 
{Smudge as possible, 

Largest acreage covered by one 
permit was to the Ontario Pooled 
Co. for 46 acres on Mountain ave- 
nue and adjacent to Arrow high- 
way and West Ninth street. The 
smallest acreage was for a lath 
house heated by the Armstrong 
Nurseries. 


Early History of 
Area Reviewed

Early History of 


Area Reviewed —

in the early hours of 1951. 

A quick look at the old publi- 
cations inside soon took his think- 
ing back to December of 1881, 
for there among several score of 
old dog-eared newspapers, some 
yellow with age and full of holes, 
was a copy of the Los Angeles 
Weekly Mirror of Saturday, De- 
cember 38, 1881, frayed and torn 
down through the middle, yet 
readable and intriguing enough to 
temporarily put a stop to this At- 
wood clean-up campaign. 

There were other early-day edi- 
tions of California newspapers in 
the lot as Atwood carefully un- 
scrambled them, 1881, 1899, 1892, 
1893, 1896, 1898, 1899, 1911, 1914, 
1908 and 1912. 


But as he carefully unfolded} 


the brittle pages of these historic 
old publications he found himself 
going back to the Weekly Mirror 
of 70 years ago, oldest paper in 
the collection. 

Due to its torn condition and 
over-all size, measuring 21 inches 
wide by 27 inches deep with 9 col- 
umns to the page, it was found 
more practicable, and much easier 
and safer, to spread the paper on 
the floor for ease in reading, 

Four pages in size, the issue 
noted on its masthead that it was 
“Devoted to the Family, the Farm, 
and the Business Interests of 
Southern California.” 

Published every Saturday by 
Jesse Yarnell, T. J. Caystile and 
S. J. Mathes as editors and pro- 


,Prietors, with real and expressive 
| pride the front page notice also 
informed its readers that it was 
“The Cheapest Paper in Califor- 
nia”, with yearly subscription 
$1.50 with city subscribers served 
by carrier at 15 cents per month. 

Also on the front page was a 
notice stating that job printing of 
all kinds, and book binding, exe- 
cuted at the Mirror office will 
compete in style and prices with 
the best establishments the 
coast. 

On page three of this issue, in 
a news column headed Gossip, ap- 
pears the following historic item 
in the history of our California 
newspapers: 

“The new paper the Daily Times 
is receiving a very flattering 
measure of success and its pros- 
perity is already assured. The 
sentiment of the people of Los 
Angeles seems ripe for the estab- 
lishment of a new independent 
daily and the management seems 
determined to produce a _ paper 
that shall in every respect meet 
the wants of the people. The first 
number will be issued tomorrow, 
Sunday morning.” 

And so ,70 years ago, in Vol- 
ume 9, Number 48 of the Los An- 
|geles Weekly Mirror was buried 
the above item of an opposing 
Daily Times to appear on Sun- 
day, December 4th, 1881. Little 
could the writer of that piece 
know that eventually the Times- 
Mirror company would emerge 
from this situation, with the Daily 
Times marching forward to he- 
come today one of the nation’s 
greatest morning newspapers, 
while the Weekly Mirror eventu- 
ally passed from the scene, to lie 
dormant, so to speak, until its 
re-birth as The Mirror, daily. ex- 
cept Sunday, on Monday, October 
11, 1948, and within a year of its

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birth to be judged the outstand- 
ing daily tabloid newspaper of 
the nation. 

in a column headed city and 
county, is an item stating that 
C. E. White had been appointed 
agent for the sale of the’Pomona 
lands which have been placed 
upon the market by Louis Phil- 
lips who has purchased from Don 
Palomares the water rights: of 
San Antonio canyon and also the 
waters of the artesian wells above 
the settlement. 

There is also an item in this 
gossip column to the effect that

$250,000, with 60 miles of wire 
fencing constructed, 10 miles of 
which is yet to complete. 

Other gossip items appear un- 
der headings of Pasadena, Ana- 
heim, Santa Ana, Compton, Or- 
ange, Newport (Gospel Swamp), 
and Pomona. 

Under Pomona is the following: 


“Oranges here are smaller than | 


last year. How is it in other 
places? Will someone please an- 
swer. G. V. D! Brand.” 

So 70 years ago they had the 
same $64 questisn on the size of 
oranges hereabouts. They also 
seemed to have had the same 
problems on our public school sys- 
tem, juvenile delinquency, desper- 
ate characters endangering peace- 
ful people and other well known 
problems still with us today.
